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Tax Bills 
Face Hike 
This Fall 


Boost in County 


Rate W ill O ffset 


Lower School Levy 


T ax bills this fall m ay be con­ 
siderably higher than last year 
despite a proposed slash in the 
local school rate and the same 
city rate as last year. A n increase 
of $1,000,000 in the am ount to be 
raised for R iverside county gov­ 
ernm ent, necessitating a boost of 
$1 in the county tax rate, ap­ 
peared probable today following 
a tabulation of budget requests 
by supervisors Monday. 
Cost of county governm ent for 
the fiscal year of 1947-1948 w ill 
be $8,241,612 if all budget re­ 
quests are granted. 


LAST YEAR'S county tax rate 
was $2.44. 
If all requests are 
granted it will approach $3.44 for 
the coming fiscal year. The city 
rate will probably rem ain at $1 
per $100 assessed valuation and 
the school rate will show a de­ 
cline, it was indicated bu t only 
a sm all percentage of th e possi­ 
ble county increase. 
C ounty A uditor Roy T. Hicks 
presented 
the 
figures 
to 
the 
county board Monday. The board 
by-passed im m ediate action and 
w ill start its study w ith a view 
to cutting and pruning the re ­ 
quests of the various county de­ 
partm ents. 


INCLUDED in the tabulation 
as subm itted to the C ounty Gov­ 
erning board M onday w as an in­ 
crease in the salary fund of $617,­ 
309, from $1,864,825 last year to 
$2,482,134 in the new budget es­ 
tim ate. 
W hile the budget requests for 
the nex t fiscal year exceed last 
year’s budget appropriations by 
m ore than $1,000,000 there are 
two reasons w hy the additional 
am ount to be raised by taxation 
is estim ated at only $1,000,000. 


THE FIRST is th a t betw een 
now and Aug. 31, the board of 
supervisors w ill w ork on the ten­ 
tative budget, cutting and p run­ 
ing w here possible, in an effort 
to 
bring 
County 
G overnm ent 
costs down to a basis b o th econ­ 
omical and efficient. 
Second, revenue sources other 
than property taxation, including 
State and Federal grants, w ill be 
larger during the com ing fiscal 
year. 
P rinted copies of the tentative 
budget w ill be available to the 
public Aug. 8, C ounty A uditor 
Hicks said, and a public hearing 
on the new budget hearing on the 
budget will be held Aug. 
18. 
U nder the law, the final budget 
m ust be adopted before Sept. 1.

SIMULTANEOUSLY w ith the 
appointm ent of the recreational 
director A lw orth said th at nego­ 
tiations for the use of the sw im ­ 
ming pool, adjoining the old of­ 
ficers’ club at the air field, dur­ 
ing the sum m er m onths m ay end 
in success and overseeing the ac­ 
tivities around th e pool w ill be 
another task of P artridge’s.

DEAR WINTER RESIDENT: Just thought you m ight be inter­ 
ested in w hat goes on in the Village during the “other” season. 
Being on The Sun m ail list, you likely keep up w ith im portant 
events like the election and the "A dvent of Avak.” These things 
caused a lot of excitem ent, heartaches and headaches. But they’re 
all over now and w e are settling down to the sum m er grind. 
In the sum m er Palm Springs is occupied largely in preparing 
for the w inter. New buildings a re going up in a num ber of places 
and alterations are being m ade on several old ones. Re-decora­ 
ting and renovating of m any establishm ents is already under way. 
There is a friendly bond betw een Villagers who w ork and 
live here the year ’round. They have a good deal in common and 
some are veterans of m any summers. They are engaged to a 
large extent in businesses like th is newspaper that just can’t close 
up—even if they w ant to do so. Public utilities, service stations, 
building supply firms, contractors, the com m unity hospital, the 
bank and post office have to keep right on functioning through 
fair w eather and the other kind. 
Some places elect to stay open, w hich helps no end. Those 
of us who rem ain have to eat, get our afternoon Coke, be enter­ 
tained a little and live as norm al lives as possible. So we are 
greatly indebted to the hotels, drug stores, eating places, food 
markets, laundries, departm ent and hardw are stores, and others 
who don't desert the desert. 
■ Cooling m achines keep up a constant hum in offices and homes. 
Confidential conversations are easy to indulge in. Clerks know 
their customers, by face at least. Unacquainted Villagers speak 
to each other because they are few er and farther apart, or, per­ 
haps, just because they share sum m er season experience. 
There’s some sum m er society in Palm Springs, too. It is much 
more intim ate; w arm s up w ith th e w eather. Clothes are no prob­ 
lem at all. Two or three items do very w ell. Pools are popular— 
enjoyed and appreciated more th an any other tim e of the year. 
The nights (with some exceptions) are out of this world. The 
w arm air feels soft to your skin. Everything in nature seem s to 
breathe a sigh of relief w hen th a t ball of fire slips down behind 
San Jacinto. Patios become popular again and m any a person 
spends the night there gazing up at a million stars that seem 
close enough to reach and take one for your very own.

am ounted to 41 per cent of the 
$3,647,334 revenue of the districts 
in 1946-47, C alifornia T axpayers’ 
association said this week. This 
is slightly more than the average 
throughout the state as a whole. 
S tate 
apportionm ent 
to

schools in the county for 1946-47 
w as $1,926,629. Local taxes for 
the school districts in th e county 
for 1946-47 am ounted to $2,720,­ 
705 or 59 per cent of the revenues 
of the districts. O ver th e state 
as a whole, state apportionm ents

have Kirstiner, whom neither the 
governor nor Boyd have met, go 
to Sacramento but due to the 
whirlwind wind-up this session, 
Boyd told Kerstiner he would 
meet him either in Coachella or 
Riverside.

Open 
Proposed Tram Will 
Park to Older 
And Less Hardy Folk 


Ten years ago, June 19. 1937, 
with many notables present, Mt. 
San Jacinto State Park was dedi­ 
cated as a wilderness area ac­ 
cessible only to hikers and riders; 
and during that tim e none but 
those hardy enough to make the 
trip by one of these two methods 
of transportation has been priv­ 
ileged to 
view this mountain 
wonderland. The construction of 
the proposed Mt. San Jacinto park 
tramway will make it possible for 
millions of others to visit the 
park. 
All the park is above the 6000 
foot level and has within its 
boundaries, 
four peaks higher 
than 10,000 feet; Mt San Jacinto, 
10,805; Jean Peak, 10,600; Folly 
Peak, 10,500; and Marion Moun­ 
tain, 10,400. The park contains 
12,708 acres. 
Agitation for preservation of 
the highest part of the San Ja ­ 
cinto Mountains for public use 
began in 1920, when A. C. Love- 
kin, long a Riverside County 
civic leader, proposed that a na­ 
tional monument be created. In 
1927 A. E. Bottel, at that time 
chairman of the Riverside Coun­ 
ty Board of Forestry, advocated 
setting aside the higher altitudes 
of the San Jacinto Mountains as 
part of the State P ark system. 
Except for an administration 
“island” in Idyllwild the nearest 
part of the park proper is about 
three-forths of a mile from the 
heart of the mountain resort. The 
administration area, where Ran­ 
ger R. D. Hatch maintains his 
headquarters, contains 13 acres 
and provides a campground of 23 
units, with six more planned. 
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ment would stay open from 10

Jim Mack of the Cork and 
Bottle, opened for the first time 
this year, wasn’t sure what hours 
that establishment would observe 
but said he would 
follow the 
lead of other similar businesses 
in the Village. 
Of greater concern to the on- 
sale licenses, was 
the closing 
hours that would be observed 
during the winter months. Most 
of the owners were of the opinion 
that the closing hour of midnight 
would be long enough to stay 
open, but added that this would 
have to he agreed by all of the 
cocktail lounge owners or they 
too, would be forced to stay open 
from 6 a. m., to 2 a. m. 


ONLY TWO SPOTS will be 
open here during Ju ly and Aug­ 
ust for Rudy announced that the 
Dunes will be closed from June 
28 to August 29. He declared that 
his spot would observe the same 
opening hours as now—10 a. m.

Leaving Tuzigoot, we continued 
on down highway 89A a short dis­ 
tance and then turned south onto 
the road to Montezuma’s Castle, 
a few miles along this and we 
came to the branch road to the 
monument itself and we paused 
to take pictures of the sign here. 
All of Arizona's national m onu­ 
ments, parks, and historical sites 
have 
these 
picturesque 
signs 
marking their routes and telling 
in a few concise words exactly 
w hat the area contains. You can 
stop and read them from your 
car. If you aren’t further inter­ 
ested, you can drive on. Would 
that California had all her scenic 
similarly marked. 
It was the summer of 1940 that 
I had last been here, and how 
well I remembered that entrance. 
For here, promptly at 6 in the 
evening, a 
l o c k e d 
chain 
is 
stretched across the road, barring 
further progress. I had arrived 
at 7, not knowing of this, and 
had had to hike the intervening 
lVfe mile to the ranger residence. 
A t the Little Museum building 
here 
we 
parked 
the 
station 
wagon, tethered Penny on her 
leash with water and a bone to 
gnaw on in the shade of an oak 
and this time we reversed our 
proceedings of Tuzigoot and in­ 
stead saw the ruins first and the 
museum afterwards. 


IT WAS JUST TIME for the 
guides’ lunch, so rather than dis­ 
turb them, we introduced our­ 
selves and walked on the inter­ 
vening hundred yards or so to 
the foot of Montezuma’s Castle. 
Here, 
nestled under the over­ 
hang of the towering cliffs above, 
sheltered in a natural cave in the 
river bank, was built one of the 
most impressive of all cliff dw ell­ 
ings. Reached only by ladders, in 
those early days 800 years ago, 
when enemy attack was an almost 
daily occurrence, these people had 
only to scurry up the steps, haul 
up the several ladders behind 
them as they climbed, and then 
take refuge in the well-fortified 
fortress in the cave above. No 
enemy could climb up to them — 
nor could they fire in upon them 
from above. Natural springs from 
the back of the cave supplied the 
besieged with fresh water and 
huge store-rooms of grain and 
food-stuffs enabled them to re ­ 
sist invaders indefinitely—if the 
need ever arose. 
The conducted 
trip up 
the 
ladders and thru the ruins con­ 
sumes about IVz hours. I had 


already made the 
crip before, 
and Jim thought we’d better 
hurry on in order to get to Oak 
Creek canyon while it was still 
light. So we returned to the Park 
museum and spent half an hour 
seeing the exhibits here. Since 
I had last been here, the Little 
Museum had been completely 
revamped and made up-to-date, 
and it looked 100 per cent better 
to me, the most interesting por­ 
tion was that of a series of dia­ 
grams showing how the arche- 
ologists were able to discover 
just how much of the "castle” 
was made at the first and then 
added onto gradually until its 
eventual completion at the time 
it was suddenly deserted. 
The word Montezuma implies 
a connection with that ruling 
Aztec of old Mexico, but the 
Aztecs were never this far north. 
It is just a romantic name that 
was early applied to the ruin and 
which has persisted. The same is 
true of nearby Montezuma’s well, 
which we were told has just be­ 
come a part of Montezuma’s Cas­ 
tle National Monument. Formerly 
it was in private hands and a 
charge made to view it. As yet 
it is undeveloped by the Park 
Service, even to the extent of 
signs. 


LEAVING THE CASTLE, we 
decided to see the Well next. 
Somehow, like Tuzigoot, I had 
never gotten around to seeing it 
before. It was a graveled road we 
were on now» and the short turn­ 
off to the well was in pretty bad 
condition. At a barbed wire fence 
we saw a c r u d e l y lettered 
weather-beaten sign telling “all” 
about Montezuma's Well. Here 
we saw a boarded-up one roomed 
adobe building on our right. Evi­ 
dently this was where the toll 
was formerly taken. 
We had to open a cow-fence

A great quan­ 
tity of water pours into this well 
each hour from an

A few beautiful cotton­ 
woods grow at the far edge, and 
a thick plush 
layer 
of algal 
growth extends from the margin 
out toward the center, bright 
green in color.

strata of the Well are several old 
Indian ruins. These are probably 
contemporaneous with those at 
the castle. W hether these people 
ever used this well for sacrificial 
purposes as did the Aztecs is 
highly doubtful. Again it is just 
a question of early name sticking. 
Among the birds we heard here 
was 
the mourning dove, 
the 
gambel quail, the Arizona hooded 
oriole, the western robin, and the 
canyon wren. The song of the 
canyon wren was everywhere, 
echoing down over the well be­ 
low us. There was a magnificent 
stand of cottonwoods nearby, but 
we m ust be on our way—to Oak 
Creek canyon now.

Bill Would Change 
Directory of Indians 


Directing that the Secretary of 
Interior revise the roll of Cali­ 
fornia Indians, a bill passed in 
congress last week preparatory 
to the distribution of $5,000,000 
now in the treasury of the United
